In  his  comments  on  the  bish¬ 
ops'  statement,  Carlson  asserts 
the  freedom  of  the  bishops  to 
express  that  moral  philosophy 
“regardless  of  how  truncated 
that  philosophy  may  appear.”

More  issues  than  birth  con¬ 
trol  are  involved  in  the  bishop’s 
statement,  Carlson  says.  Prob¬ 
lems  of  religious  liberty,  physi¬ 
cal  and  mental  health,  protec¬ 
tion  of  high  moral  standards, 
proper  opportunities  for  chil¬ 
dren,  and  respect  for  personal 
competence  and  worth  need  to 
be  considered,  he  concluded. 


WASHINGTON  —  (BP)  —  A 
prominent  Baptist  leader  here 
has  agreed  with  many  political 
columnists  that  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  bishops  of  the  United  States 
may  have  effectively  put  the 
presidential  skids  under  Catho- 
olic  candidates.

The  public  press  and  political 
columnists  throughout  the  na¬ 
tion  immediately  saw  the  relev¬ 
ance  of  the  Catholic  position  to 
the  course  of  action  that  might 
be  followed  by  a  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  president.  Thus  the  bishops 
kicked  off  the  most  extensive 
discussion  of  the  possibilities  of 
a  Catholic  president  since  the 
Al  Smith  campaign  in  1828.

Chinese  Baptist  Church,  Cle¬ 
veland,  had  its  official  cere¬ 
mony  of  church  organization  on 
November  22,  1959.  Rev.  Gordon 
Sansing  was  our  speaker.  Rev.

Presently  we  have  25  charter 
members  with  four  deacons.  We 
are  carrying  on  a  full  program 
of  a  Southern  Baptist  Church. 
(At  the  church’s  Thanksgiving 
service  the  people  made  a  spe¬ 
cial  offering  of  $15'00  as  a 
Christmas  gift  to  the  Baptist  Or¬ 
phanage.)

WASHINGTON  —  (BP)  —  A 
prominent  Baptist  leader  here 
has  agreed  with  many  political 
columnists  that  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  bishops  of  the  United  States 
may  have  effectively  put  the 
presidential  skida  under  Catho- 
ollc  candidates.  ' 

Referring  to  their  pronounce¬ 
ment  on  birth  control  and  for¬ 
eign  aid  issued  Nov.  25,  C.  Em¬ 
anuel  Carlson,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Baptist  Joint  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Public  Affairs,  said  that 
“the  200  Roman  Catholic  cardi¬ 
nals,  archbishops  and  bishops 
are  not  ordinarily  known  for  po¬ 
litical  naivete.” 

“When  they  undertook  to  speak 
for  American  Catholics  on  poli¬ 
tical  positions  regarding  birth 
control  and  foreign  aid,”  he  con¬ 
tinued,  “they  must  have  been 
aware  of  the  implications  for 
Senator  John  Kennedy  and  for 
ither  Catholic  presidential  hope- 
fula.  .  .  .  They  may  have  de¬ 
prived  him  of  a  chance  at  the 
Democratic  candidacy.” 
y  Bishop  Spoke 
The  bishops  declared  that  Am¬ 
erican  Catholics  “will  not  sup¬ 
port  any  public  assistance,  eith¬ 
er  at  home  or  abroad,  to  pro¬ 
mote  artificial  birth  prevention, 
abortion  or  sterilization  whether 
through  direct  aid  or  by  means 
of  international  organizations.” 

The  public  press  and  political 
columnists  throughout  the  na¬ 
tion  immediately  saw  the  relev¬ 
ance  of  the  Catholic  position  to 
the  course  of  action  that  might 
be  followed  by  a  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic-  president.  Thus  the  bishops 
kicked  off  the  most  extensive 
discussion  of  the  possibilities  of 
a  Catholic  president  since  the 
A1  Smith  campaign  in  1828. 
Carlson  points  out  that  a  lead¬ 
ing  Roman  Catholic  theologian, 
discussing  tile  Catholic  posi¬ 
tion  in  America  magazine  con¬ 
cludes  that  “all  of  this  adds  up 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  Catholic 
candidate  for  president  still  pre¬ 
sents  a  unique  problem  to  his 
non-Catholic  brethren."

Chinese  Baptist  Church,  Cle¬ 
veland,  had  its  official  cere¬ 
mony  of  church  organization  on 
November  22,  1959.  Rev.  Gordon 
Sansing  was  our  speaker.  Rev. 
Charlie  C.  Webb,  pastor,  First 
Church,  Cl  rveland,  was  in 
charge  of  the  church  organiza¬ 
tion  ceremony. 

Presently  we  have  25  charter 
members  with  four  deacons.  We 
are  carrying  on  a  full  program 
of  a"  Southern  Baptist  Church. 
(At  the  church’s  Thanksgiving 
service  the  people  made  a  spe¬ 
cial  offering  of  $15.00  as  a 
Christmas  gift  to  the  Baptist  Or¬ 
phanage.) 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ira  D.  Eavenson, 
former  missionaries  to  China, 
started  the  Chinese  Mission  in 
Cleveland  twenty-six  years  ago 
while  Dr.  Easenson  was  serving 
as  pastor  of  First  Church.  Dr. 
C.  C.  Dobb,  Dr.  G.  L.  Tatum, 
Miss  Laurie  Doolittle,  Mrs.  H. 
H.  Elmore  and  many  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  First  Baptist  Quitch 
have  had  a  part  in  this  ministry. 

In  the  twenty-six  years  of  its 
ministry,  s  number  of  Chinese 
have  accepted  Christ  as  their 
personal  savior  through  the  min¬ 
istry  of  the  Mission.  Many  of 
tJWMPAW  titJBwVwr  astir*  in  dif¬ 
ferent  Baptist  Churches  In  the 
Delta  arts. 

But  there  are  also  hundreds 
of  Chinese  who  have  not  come 
to  know  Christ  in  Cleveland  and 
in  the  neighboring  towns.  Many 
of  them  have  come  to  this  coun¬ 
try  from  China  and  Hong  Kong 
since  the  second  world  war. 
They  are  note  quite  used  to  the 
terminology  and  ideas  of  the 


Christian  faith  in  the  English 
language.  There  is  a  great  need 
for  some  one  who  speaks  their 
language  (or  rather  their  dia¬ 
lect)  to  tell  them  the  love  of 
Christ  Jesus  and  the  meaning 
of  becoming  a  Christian.  The 
ministry  of  a  Chinese  Baptist 
Church  meets  this  need  through 
tiie  bilingual  preaching  services 
and  visitation. 

The  Chinese  Baptists  in  this 
area  also  realize  the  imperative 
nature  of  the  Great  Commis¬ 
sion  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature.  Millions  of  Chinese  in 
the  Orient  outside  the  Bamboo 
Curtain  and  in  other  parts  of 
the  world  need  the  same  Gos¬ 
pel.  Through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  the  Lottie  Moon 
offering,  the  members  of  a  Chi¬ 
nese  Baptist  Church  will  have  a 
part  in  the  ministry  to  their 
own  brothers  according  to  the 
flesh. 

Another  function  of  a  Chinese 
Baptist  Church  is  to  preserve 
the  fine  points  of  Chinese  cul¬ 
tural  traditions  through  the  tea¬ 
ching  of  Chinese  to  the  young¬ 
sters.  China  has  over  four  thou¬ 
sand  years  of  history.  There  are 
many  good  point*  in  the  cultu¬ 
ral  traditions.  The  Chinese  par¬ 
ents  want  their  children  to  ap¬ 
preciate  the  rich  Chineee  cultu¬ 
ral  heritage  as  weH  as  the  Am¬ 
erican  cultural  heritage. 

The  Chineee  Baptists  in  Cleve¬ 
land  and  in  the  neighboring 
towns  want  to  take  an  active 
part  in  the  denominational  life 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.

Gleanings  From  Greek  New  Testament 

Heavenly  Citizenship

Can  you  WALK  on  earth  and 
TALK  in  heaven?  At  oite  and 
the  tame  time,  I  mean?  You 
would  think  not.  Yet  that  would 
appear  to  be  the  sense  of  Phil. 
3:20:  “For  our  conversation  Is  in 
heaven.”  On  the  other  hand, 
PhiL  1:27  enjoins:  “Let  your 
conversation  be  as  it  beeometh 
the  gospel  of  Christ.”  Now  if 
our  convertaUon  is  in  heaven, 
how  can  wc~  exercise  control 
over  it  becomingly? 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  word 
translated  “conversation”  could 
better  be  translated  “citizen¬ 
ship.”  Indeed.  In  1611  when  the 
KJV  was  published,  “conversa¬ 
tion”  was  much  broader  in 
meaning.  It  had  to  do  not  mere¬ 
ly  with  verbal  communication 
but  with  all  tbe  ways  in  which 
we  relate  ourselves  to  God  and 
one  another. 

Tbe  term  employed  by  Paul 
would  have  special  significance 
for  tbe  people  In  Philippi.  For 
Philippi  was  a  military  outpost. 
Its  population  consisted  mainly 
of  military  personnel  and  civil¬ 
ian  tradesmen  who  serviced  th4 
poet.  Hence,  unlike  most  of  the 
people  In  that  vast  region,  the 
populace  In  Philippi  are  thought 
to  have  been  Roman  citizens.  So 


Philippi  was  a  little  Roman  is¬ 
land,  a  colony  city,  in  a  wilder¬ 
ness  of  barbarians. 

Gaarded  Citizenship 

Therefore,  the  Philippians 
knew  what  it  meant  to  live  in 
one  world  and  be  citizens  hi  an¬ 
other  a  thousand  miles  remov¬ 
ed.  Yet  thetr  Roman  citizenship 
mutt  have  been  precious  to 
them.  Likely  they  were  proud  of 
their  citizenship  and  guarded  it 
jealously.  Moreover,  they  bad 
every  reason  to  conduct  them¬ 
selves  in  an  exemplary  fashion, 
because  they  were  Citizens  of 
the  Roman  Empire. 

Well,  Christians  are  like  that 
too.  In  a  manner  of  speaking, 
“our  citizenship  is  in  heaven,” 
not  on  earth.  And  that,  I  think, 
la  what  Paul  was  saying  to  the 
Philippians.  The  Church  is  the 
camp  of  the  Christians  on  the 
outpost  called  “Earth.”  Chris¬ 
tians  are  colonists,  citizens  and 
representatives  of  heaven  their 
homeland.  For  presently  Chris¬ 
tians  are  not  home  but  on  earth 
in  the  midst  of  pagan  millions. 
It  is  here  that  our  citizenship 
must  “be  as  It  beeometh  the  gos¬ 
pel.” 

And  this  is  a  precious  citizen¬ 
ship.  It  requires  the  most  ex- 
emplayr  conduct  —  walking  and 
talking — not,  of  course,  In  hea¬ 
ven  but  on  earth.

born  again  requires  a  spiritual 
chufoh  exercising  New  Testa¬ 
ment'  church  discipline,  which 
requirements  have  become  lost 
practices  in  many  of  our  chur¬ 
ches  to  the  great  loss  of  all  con¬ 
cerned. 

Without  New  Testament 
church  discipline  a  church  can¬ 
not  be  as  spiritual  as  it  should 
be.  And  If  a  church  Is  as  spirit¬ 
ual  as  it  should  be,  it  will  exer¬ 
cise  New  Testament  church  dis¬ 
cipline  because  this  is  one  of  her 
Lord's  commands  included  in 
the  Great  Commission  in  Matt¬ 
hew  28:20  when  He  said,  “teach¬ 
ing  them  to  observe  all  things 
whasoever  I  have  commanded 
you."  He  commanded  church 
discipline  as  well  as  baptism. 

Most  churches  obey  as  far  as 
the  “front  door”  of  the  church 
is  concerned  (voting  and  baptiz¬ 
ing).  But  the  “back  door"  is  left 
unusued  (trial  and  if  need  be, 
exclusion). 

How  can  any  house  be’  safe 
from  Intruders  unless  both, 
front  and  back  doors,  are  used 
to  keep  them  out?  The  “back 
door"  of  the  church  being  used 
to  put  out  those  whom  the 
church  welcomed  in  the  “front 
door”  but  whose  stubborn  sinful 
lives  caused  them  to  be  exclud¬ 
ed.  The  saved  ones  to  repent  and 
ask  forgiveness  and  be  taken 
back.  The  unsaved  to  stay  out 
where  they  belong. 

Many  Articles  Been 

Many  articles  on  church  dis¬ 
cipline  have  appeared  in  our 
state  and  south-wide  papers  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  several  months. 
The  need  for  proper  discipline 
in  schools,  governments  (local, 
state  and  national),  and  homes- 
is  also  a  subject  of  great  con¬ 
cern  to  all  right  thinking  peo¬ 
ple  in  America  atuthif  time. 
Proper  discipline  In/ schools, 
governments,  homes,  and  chur¬ 
ches  would  solve  most  of  our  de¬ 
linquent  problems.

•  Our  Lord’s  methods  of  keep¬ 
ing  the  membership  of  a  church 


(Th*  following  article  was 
clipped  from  “Pastor’s  Para¬ 
graphs”  in  a  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  church  bulletin): 

1  was  just  thinking  what 
could  be  done  if  all  our  mem¬ 
bers  should  tithe  during  1960. 
On  the  basis  of  the  per  capita 
income  for  Mississippi,  it  is  con¬ 
servatively  estimated  that  a 
tithe  from  our  members  would 
be  approximately  $190,000. 

If  all  our  members  tithed,  we 
would  reach  our  budget  of  a 
little  over  $74,000.00  and  still 
have  more  than  $75,000,000  left 
over.  With  that  $75,000.00  we 
could  pay  our  total  indebted¬ 
ness  of  about  $50,000.00  and 
counting  the  amount  in  the 
1900  budget  going  on  debt  re¬ 
tirement,  would  still  have  about 
$40,000.00  left  over.  With  that 
$40,000.00  we  could  build  a 
much-needed  pastorium  that 
would  be  a  credit  to  a  great 
church  like  ours,  and  still  have 
about  $15,000.00  left  over.  We 
could  give  that  $15,000  to  the 
Cooperative  Program,  and  more 
than  double  our  total  mission 
gifts  of  last  year. 

And  all  of  this  in  just  one 
year,  1960,  if  all  our  members 
tithed! 

And  more  important,  if  all 
our  members  tithed,  they  would 
have  more  interest  in  the  total 
program,  and  with  other  inter¬ 
ests  matching  their  giving,  there 
would  be  such  an  increase  in 
attendance  that  the  building 
would  not  house  the  Sunday 
School  or  the  crowds  coming  to 
worship. 

This  is  just  a  dream,  but  it 
would  really  happen,  if  all  our 
members  tithed! 


without  being  sure 
that  they  have  really  been  born 
again.  Only  God  knows  for  sure 
at  the  time  of  their  profession 
(See  the  Parable  of  the  Sower  in 
the  Gospels).  We  must  judge  lat- 
ef  by  their  lives  and  works. 

There  seems  to  be  a  general 
feeling  that  there  may  be  many 
Baptist  church  members  who 
have  never  been  born  again. 

I  know  of  nothing  worse  in  all 
eternity  than  for  a  Baptist 
church  member  to  die  and  then 
wake  up  in  Hell  because  he  had 
never  really  been  saved. 

This  can  result  from  the  lack 
of  an  understanding  of  the  real 
meaning  of  the  word  “believe” 
as  used  in  the  New  Testament. 

To  ‘Trust*  In 

According  to  the  widely  ac¬ 
cepted  new  Amplified  New  Tes¬ 
tament  the  word  “believe” 
means,  to  “tnut  in,  cling  to  and 
rely  on"  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
crucified  and  now  the  risen  son 
of  God,  to  save  from  all  sin  and 
to  Heaven.

Southem  Baptist  mission¬ 
aries  in  Thailand  have  entered 
three  additional  cities  this  year 
and  plans  call  for  entering  two 
more  in  1000.  This  extension 
of  Baptist  work  will  bring  to 
eight  the  number  of  cities  in 
which  missionaries  are  estab¬ 
lished.

Mrs.  Jerry  Hobbs.  It  is  expect¬ 
ed  that  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
R.  Stewart  will  move  to  Cha- 
choengsao  early  in  1900  and 
that  Rev.  and  Mrs.  P.  A.  Cline, 
Jr.,  will  go  to  Head  Ysi  when 
they  return  to  Thailand  after 
their  current  furlough  In  the 
States. 

Before  the  advance  into  new 
cities.  Southern  Baptist  mis¬ 
sionaries  had  been  working  only 
in  Bangkok,  Ayudhya,  and  Chon 
Burl.  The  first  missionaries 
went  to  Thailand  in  1949;  now 
there  are  31  under  appointment 
to  the  country.

There  are  at  least  three  important  ways  through  which  God 
speaks  through  His  Son.  First,  through  the  person  of  His  Son. 
Christ  conveys  revelation  from  God  by  what  He  was.  Heb.  1:3 
records  for  us  these  phrases:  “Who,  being  the  brightness  of  His 
glory,  and  express  image  of  His  person,”  for  the  purpose  of  show¬ 
ing  that  Christ  is  the  complete  and  perfect  revelation  of  the  per¬ 
son  of  God.  Thus  Christ  is  more  than  man;  he  is  also  God.  Next, 
God  also  speaks  through  Christ  by  what  He  said.  His  enemies 
even  were  forced  to  concede,  “Never  man  spake  like  this  man.” 
Christ’s  words  are  life  indeed.  He  spoke  to  heal,  to  forgive,  to 
save,  to  invite,  to  inspire,  and  to  offer  hope  to  lost  mankind. 
Finally  God  spoke  through  Christ  by  His  deeds.  Jesus  said  in 
John  5:34  “For  the  works  which  the  Father  hath  given  me  to  fin¬ 
ish,  the  same  works  that  I  do  bear  witness  of  me.”  The  Scrip¬ 
tures  further  record  that  Jesus  went  about  doing  good.
